The tndictments for forgery con- 
cern the last quarterly statement in 
which the overdrafts of the bank were 
represented as $20!, whereas it is al- 
legwed they really totaled $24,000. All 
of the crimes are alleged to have been 
committed since the first of the pres- 
ent vear.

During the session today the special’ 
committee appointed to canvass the re- 
ports received from the several states 
of.the cotton belt, estimating the 1907 
cotton crop of the south, reported, 
through Commissioner Hudson, of Geor- 
gia, who, in presenting the report, 
stated that the material difference be- 
tween the 1906 and the !907 crop rest- 
€d in the telegraphic estimate of Com- 
missioner Milner, of Texas, who had 
reported the Texas crop at a maximum 
of two and one-half million bales, with 
a. minimum of two and one-quarter mil- 
lion, against over four million in 1906. | 
Commissioner Hudson stated that) 
Texas was the one state in the south} 
having a complete system of reporting) 
The report, estimated 
upon the basis’ of carefully gathered 
data, from all the states, fixed'the 1907 
trop at 11,412,829 running bales, against 
13,439,734 running bales as reported by 
the federal government for the crop of 
1906. 


Address on Immigratior. 

The chief feature of the final session 
was an elaborate address upon the sub- 
ject of immigration by J. H. Patten, 
secretary of the Amerfcan Immigration 
Restriction League, who dealt with this 
broad subject as affecting the — in 
the most exhaustive manner. e sug- 
gested changes that he considered ab- 
solutely necessary in the federal laws. 
In this connection he said:

‘I will redeem my pleases and emi you 
a happy woman.’ Her face beamed,” 
eontinued the witness, and after the sen- 
ator kkft she jumped up and piruouetted 
around and exclaimed: ‘Oh, eoclonel, it 
is all right.’

It Is Said Many Country Banks Have 
a Much Larger Reserve Than Is 
Required by Law — Allot- 
ting the Treasury 
Certificates,

New York, November 2!1.—The attitude 
of the New York banks in furnishing 
currency to county correspondents in 
such amounts as they can spare with- 
out impairing their reserves unduly has 
not been the subject of offctal critcism 
elther at the white house or the treas- 
ury department. It is felt that if criti- 
“aatocr ty against any institutions for 

arding’ cash it is the country banks 
rather than those of New York. New 
York banks are known to have rejected 
demands for currency from country 
banks where they know that the appli- 
cants already had a much larger re- 
Serve thar is required by law, and in 
many Cases larger than the 25 per cent 
required in reserve cities, 

Heavy Drafts From Country. 

The weekly statement of the New 
York banks speaks for itself as to the 
reserve held there, and~ indicates the 
heavy drafts which have been met from 
country banks. It js hoped by the ad 
ministration that the entire policy ot 
hoarding will come to an end when the 
sovernment receives the large amounts 
of money which are expected from the 
Sale of the Panama bonds and the one 
year certificates. 3 
Con nennoment was made by Secretary 
“orteiyou this afternoon that allot- 
ments had already begun of the new 
one-year treasury certificates for which 
Subscriptions were invited in the cir. 
cular of the treasury department issued 
On Monday. Allotments of the 2 per 
cent Panama bonds will not be made 
according to the terms of the circular 
relative to them, untilafter a¥i bids sae 
submitted at the close of business on 
November 30, The secretary intimated

The secretary is almost compelled by 
the terms of the law under which the 
certificates are issued to retain some 
part of the proceeds in the treasury 
since the law authorizes their issue to 
meet extraordinary expenditures.

BY TENNESSEE 


The License of the Standard 
Oil Company Is 
Revoked, 


Nashville, Tenn., November 2!1.—A 
in favor of the state has been 
rendered by Chancellor J. W. Stout, 
at Gallatin, Tenn., in the case of the 
state of Tennessee y. the Standard 
Company. 

Because of illegal discrimination at 
yallatin the state filed a bill to revoke 
the license of the Standard and pre- 
vent it from doing business in Ten- 
nessee. This bill was filed several 
months ago, and on November 14, 
1907, an amendment was added, charg- 
ing the company with an unlawful 
deal made with the Cassetty Oil Com- 
pany of Nashville. As this transaction 
was made prior to the act of 1903, 
Judge Stout held that the present law 
did not apply to it, and based his de- 
cision on the original bill. : 

It is understood the Standard will 
appeal the case to the higher courts. 
An appeal may be taken by the state 
in regard to the amendment thrown 
out by Chane¢ellor Stout.

GIVES FINE RECITAL 


Miss Ethel Newcomb, In piano reci- 
tal, in the New Kimball ball room Jast 
night, proved herself an artist of rare 
gift and phenomenal attainment, and 
her playing, filled with intense satis- 
faction an audience of splendid propor- 
tion, which was representative of At- 
lanta’s best musical element. 

Miss Newcomb is a young woman of 
slight, girlish appearance, which belies 
the wonderful physical strength ex- 
pressed in her handling of the instru- 
ment and the mature development of 
her musical intellect, 

Her technique is built upon a rock, 
and remained unshaken throughout a 
program, which ranged from the pow- 
erfully dramatic to reposeful grace.

Sensationt! Statements Show Great 
Need of More Preachers in Des- 
titute Sections of the State. 
Terrell Heads Laymen’s 
Committee, 


Valdosta, Ga., November 21!.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A. most interesting session of 
the Georgia State Baptist convention 
was held this morning. The subject of 
state missions was considered by the 
convention. Addresses were made by 
Rev. J. M. Walker, Rev. H. C. Buchholz 
and Rev. J. F. Jackson, who are evan- 
gelists of the state woard. Secretary 
J. J. Bennett then made a very stir- 
ring address, 

Sensational Statements. 

In the discussion of the state mission 
report at the Baptist convention today. 
and while referring to the scarcity of 
preachers in Georgia, Rev. Graham For- 
rester, of this city, made some very sen- 
sational statements. 

He said that in a certain territory in 
this section as large as Rhode Island, 
there was but one minister, and he was 
not a: Baptist, and remarked that, in an 
hour’s ride of Valdosta, three schoo) 
teachers had been dismissed for open- 
ing their schools with prayer. 

He said that in a day’s ride of Val- 
dosta was-as flourishing aband of Mor- 
mons as could be found on this side of 
Utah. He knew a community where fu- 
nerals are preached in July of those who 
had died from January to that time, 
and in January of those who had died 
from uly to tnen. 

This latter condition was directly due 
to the scarcity of preachers. He pre- 
sented to the convention six young min- 
isters who wil] take up the work in 
these destitute sections. 

At the afternoon session the matter 
of sending a congratulatory telegram 
to the. Alabama legislature, which cre- 
ated some excitement yesterday, was 
sprung again. 

Telegrams ctnivedinnd. 

Rev. J. C.. Solomon reintroduced the 
resolution, yording the proposé€d tele- 
gram as the*sone vesterday. Dr. Lan- 
drum and others opposed it again, and 
on the grounds formerly stated, hold- 
ing to the complete divorcement of 
church and state. 

Dr. Solomon stated that he could see 
no possible reason for opposition to 
telegram, saying that the conven- 
tion Shad an excellent precedent. He 
called attention of the body to the fact 
that the State Baptist convention, at 
Cartersville, last year, nad petitioned the 
Georgia legislature to pass the present 
préhibition law of this state. 

Dr. J. D. Mell made the point of or- 
der, as yesterday, and was sustained 
by President Northen, who said, that 
while he was not in the chair at the 
time the matter came up before, he 
understood that the matter had been 
voted down 

The president's deciston was appealed 
from by H. M. Melton, Dr. S. b # 
Jameson made the point that the whole 
matter was out of order, as it was 
time for the foreign mission report, 
which was sustained by the convention. 

At the completion of the special busi- 
ness Dr. Solomon introduced the resolu- 
tion again, addressing the congratula- 
tory telegram to the ‘“‘People of Alaba- 
ma,’ and in this shape it was unan- 
imously adopted. 

Report on Foreign Missions. 

The report on foreign missions was read 
and discussed this afternoon. Dr. W. 
H. Smith, of Richmond, assistant cor- 
responding secretary of the foreign mis- 
sion board, stated that while reports 
to the Georgia Baptist convention in- 
dicated a large increase in the collec- 
tion of foreign missions, as well as home 
and state, the contributions from the 
southern field at large were several 
thousand dollars less at this time than 
they were at the same date last year. 
He said that during the last few days 
there had been a marked increase in 
the contributions, and he hoped that by 
the time of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention to ibe held next May a better 
showing would be made than was pre- 
sented atthe last convention. 

Dr. Smith : said there were now in the 
foreign field 525 missionaries, 225 of 
whom were from home, and 300 native 
workers. There weré 2,000 baptisms 
last year, and over 14,000 
members in the field of the Southern 
Baptist convention. Dr. Smith’s report 
showed that foreign mission board is in 
debt about $20,000 for money borrowed 
to support the foreign workers. He 
said that he felt sure that Georgia, 
having been in the lead in foreign mis- 
sion work, would strive to keep. this 
lead and do all she could to wipe out 
this debt. . 

Dr. Smith said the mission sentiment 
was growing fast in every section of 
the country, and cited the fact that the 
city of Toronto, Canada, subscribed 
last year for foreign missions $100,000, 
and proposed another year to make it 
$500,000. He stated one man in Geor- 
gia, last year, pledged $10,000 a year 
for five years for foreign missions. 

Lady Gives $1,000.

000 «ach to open a new missionary field 
in Tibet.

Passed the Alabama House, 
But Was Killed in Sen- 
ate Committee. 


Montgomery. Ala., November 21.—(Spe- 
Cial.)—Though the Carmichael bill for 
the prevention of sale and distribution 
of liquors in and by clubs, was passed 
in the house, ft met a ‘Waterloo in 
the senate committee, from which it 
may not be able to recover. 

It was advered by the narrow mar- 
gin of one vote, on the ground that it 
makes a eriminal out of any member 
of a club jn which a violation may take 
place, though he be ever so innocent. 
This bill was fought through the house 
with great care, amended so as not to 
apply to counties whe the sale is kept 
up until 1909, and then hurried to time 
other side to get it there in time for 
passage. 

An early meeting of the committee 
was called, and despite hard work it 
could not be gotten from the commit- 
tee. As adjournment is expected by 
Saturday, and _ there will be no 
chance for a motion to get it from the 
adverse calendar. 

Ballard Bill Dead. 

The Ballard bill for constitutional pro- 
hibition went the way of the dead ones 
late this afternoon on a motion to 
postpone. As the house will only con- 
sider senate bills, and the senate house 
bills after today, it is seen that there 
is no chance to get it up. A move td 
indetinitely postpone was defeated, but 
by a motion of the author it was simply 
sent over to another day, which has the 
same effect. This does away with the 
proposition to make prohibition a part 
of the organic law. 

The defeat of the excess baggage bill, 
which came in the senate, was a 8uUr 
prise to even those who were against 
it. It proposed to make a number oft 
reductions in the charges for excess 
baggage, and was said to be no hard- 
ship on the railroads. Mr. Blackmon, 
of Calhoun, pegan on its call a hard 
fight that resulted in its indiflenite post- 
ponement, 

The senate passed the Jenkins elec- 
tion law, allowing a man to transfer 
his -poll tax receipts; also providing for 
registration on Friday before each mu- 
nicipal primary. The house passed the 
railroad bills on the calendar, and the 
senate talked to death the bill to make 
effective at once $100,000 for old sol- 
diers. 

Forestry Law. 


Alabama is to have a comprehensive 
forestry law, a bill to that effect hav- 
ing been passed by both houses. The 
bill is prepared under the advice and 
direction of experts of the national 
forestry department,
